ccrity,, which carries. lim after toyes and fables, and af- 
ter faſhions and luſts of his eye, which manifeſts to be a 
the wild Aſſe-colt,. and ſhewes to be as the wild Heifer, 
that ſhame and modeſty is wanting in the fireets, and 
there is infteed of that ſcorne and deriſion.
